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Justice Elena Kagan unveils her Supreme Court style in debut argument 


MCT 

Justice Elena Kagan threw herself into her new job Monday 
with an aggressive performance during the Supreme Court's 
inaugural oral argument of the 2010 term. 

During the first hour of her judicial debut, Kagan asked 
infinitely more questions than Justice Clarence Thomas did 
during all of last year. If first impressions hold true, the former 
Harvard Law School dean will be one of the court's most ac- 
tive and engaged members. 

“Let's stay with this," Kagan told one attorney before she 
launched into her first query of the day. 

Kagan asked 10 questions during the oral argument in a 
fairly arcane case involving income deductions and bank- 
ruptcy law. This was more than most of her colleagues and 
far more than Thomas, who kept his habitual silence Mon- 
day. 

Thomas didn't speak during the 70 -plus hours of oral argu- 
ment that made up the 2009 term. He's said that he doesn't 
find much value in interrupting attorneys. His colleagues 
never hesitate to do so, and they spoke Monday in their char- 
acteristic ways. 

Justice Antonin Scalia often is pointed and colloqxxial. 


“I'm trying to help you, Mr. Burke,” Scalia told one strug- 
gling attorney 

Justice Stephen Breyer likes to engage in hypotheticals. 

“Suppose you buy a dozen apples each month,” Breyer pos- 
ited. 

Chiefjustice John Roberts Jr. is blunt. 

“^ur argument leads to a conclusion that is as absurd as 
your opponent's,” Roberts told one attorney Monday 

While Kagan didn't crack any jokes Monday, she sounded 
relaxed and threw out a combination of hypothetical ques- 
tions and fact-based queries. When she wasn't asking ques- 
tions, she often was leaning forward in her seat. 

Kagan sat in the far left chair, reserved by custom for the 
court's junior justice. The far-right chair, assigned to the sec- 
ond-most-junior justice, now is held by a fellow Obama ad- 
ministration appointee. Justice Sonia Sotomayor. 

Kagan hasn't yet written any opinions, though she has an- 
nounced that she will recuse herself from a number of cases be- 
cause of her prior work as the Obama administration's solicitor 
general. 

This week, for instance, the court is hearing seven cases. 
Kagan has recused herself from four of them.

SURVEY: 

MOST OCEAN 
LIFE UNKNOWN 


The planet’s seas and oceans are richer and more di- 
verse than scientists suspected, the biggest survey of 
marine life has revealed-but many mysteries remain. 

The Census of Marine Life, which announced its 
full findings Monday in London, has taken 10 years 
to complete, employing 2,700 scientists from 80 na- 
tions. The $650 million study surveyed everything 
from the coldest waters to the warmest lagoons, from 
the smallest microbes to the largest cetaceans (really 
big ocean mammals, like whales). It was initiated by 
researchers from Rutgers University and the Alfred P. 
Sloan Foundation in New York, cnn

Little Village’s 
ride to nowhere 

When Marisol Becerra of Little Village 
wants to shop at Target, she brings a 
few family members because she needs 
the extra hands. 

Becerra said her family walks the pur- 
chases home from the McKinley Park 
store in a half-hour journey that would 
be a lot easier if there were a CTA bus 
route along 31st Street. 

“It’s been difficult,” Becerra, 21, said 
about public transit options in Little 
Village. “We have no accessible bus that 
goes directly to downtown.” 

For years. Little Village residents 
have been pushing for a route along 31st 
Street. The CTA eliminated the No. 31 
bus, which traveled along 31st, in 1997 
because of low ridership. 

Residents are so frustrated by the 
lack of CTA service, they’re considering 
creating a community-run bus service 
that would travel between Cicero 
Avenue and 31st Street Beach. 

“It’s just a concept right now,” said Mike Pitula, community orga- 
nizer for The Little Village Environmental Justice Organization, a 
group that seeks to improve the neighborhood’s quality of life. “The 
demand is high, and people are also looking for work opportunities.” 

The organization is holding a community meeting about transit 
options from 1-3 p.m. Saturday at 2745 S. Lawndale Ave. 

There’s already money set aside to test a 31st Street route. In 2008, 
the RTA board, which oversees the CTA’s funding, approved money 
for a route between Cicero Avenue and King Drive, which would run 
from 5 a.m.-8 p.m daily 

The $i million in federal funding came from a grant through a 
program to improve accessibility for low-income residents, among 
other initiatives. 

But the CTA can’t come up with the $i million in matching funds, 
so the route has gone nowhere. 

The CTA said it continues to work on finalizing the details of 
the 31st Street bus experiment, but also pointed out the agency cut 
18 percent of its bus service earlier this year and doesn’t have the 
resources to add new routes.

CONDOM USE 


Among the findings was a high rate of condom usage among 14- to 
17-year-olds. Of the surveyed boys who had sexual intercourse, 79 per- 
cent reported using a condom on the most recent occasion, compared 
with 25 percent for all the men in the survey However, the sample for 
that particular question involved only 57 teens in the 14-to-17 age range. 
That’s far smaller than the thousands involved in latest federal Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey last year, which calculated condom use among sexually 
active high school students at 61 percent. 

Another intriguing finding-rates of condom usage among black and 
Hispanic men were significantly higher than for whites. The researchers said 
this suggested that HIV-AIDS awareness programs were now making head- 
way in those communities, which have relatively high rates of the disease. 

The lowest condom usage rates were for men over 50-and the re- 
searchers said this was worrisome, raising the risk for disease since an 
increasing number of older adults had multiple sexual partners. 


FilHng 130 pages of a special issue of the Journal of Sexual 
Medicine, the study offers detailed findings on how often 
Americans have sex, with whom, and how they respond. 
In all, 5,865 people, ranging in age from 14 to 94, partici- 
pated in the survey 

The lead researchers, from Indiana Universit/s Center 
for Sexual Health Promotion, said the study fills a void 
that has grown since the last comparable endeavor— the 
National Health and Social Life Survey— was published 
16 years ago. Major changes since then include the spread 
of sexually transmitted diseases, the types of sex educa- 
tion available to young people, the advent of same-sex 
marriage and the emergence of the Internet as a tool for 
social interaction. 

Dr. Dennis Fortenberry, a pediatrics professor who was 
lead author of the stud/s section about teen sex, said the 
overall findings of such a huge survey should provide re- 
assurance to Americans who are curious about how their 
sex lives compare with others. 

“Unless, like al-Qaida, you feel there’s something ab- 
normal about the American people, what these data say 
is. This is normal— everything in there is normal.’ ” 

The study, which began taking shape in 2007, was 
funded by Church Sc Dwight Co., the manufacturer of 
Trojan condoms. Questions about condom usage figured 
prominently in the study, but the researchers— during a 
teleconference— insisted the integrity of their findings 
was not affected by the corporate tie. 

The survey was conducted from March through May 
of 2009, with the assistance of Knowledge Networks, 
among a nationally representative sample of adolescents 


and adults. Once people were selected to participate, they 
were interviewed online; participants without Internet 
access were provided it for free. 

The researchers said the 1994 survey was compiled 
through in-person interviews, while the new method— 
collecting data over the Internet— may help make re- 
spondents more comfortable about discussing sexual 
behaviors. 

Dr. Irwin Goldstein, editor in chief of the Journal of 
Sexual Medicine, noted that the new study came more 
than 60 years after Alfred Kinsey— also based at Indiana 


University— published his groundbreaking report, “Sexu- 
al Behavior in the Human Male.” 

The study cannot be generalized to gay, lesbian or bi- 
sexual individuals because the sample may obscure data 
points involving minority groups, the authors wrote. 

“Just like then, these papers contain material that is 
avant garde and often considered off-limits,” Goldstein 
wrote in a forward to the study At a time when we can 
have nudity on HBO but cannot use the names of our 
genitals on the evening news, there remains a need to con- 
tinue research on sexual health.” bloomberg, cnn contributed.

An earful for Emanuel 

Dissenters tell likely mayoral candidate to prepare for a tough campaign

As he embarked Monday on his all-but-official campaign for 
Chicago mayor, Rahm Emanuel hit the streets of Chicago by 
inviting residents to “tell it like it is.” And before lunchtime, he 
got what he was asking for. 

Days after resigning as White House chief of staff, the 
former North Side congressman invited the media to follow 
him as he bopped around a carefully selected set of neighbor- 
hoods — from an “E’ stop in the South Loop and a diner in Cha- 
tham to a popular Mexican restaurant in Pilsen and the shops 
along Devon Avenue. 

But as he wolfed down scrambled eggs and sipped coffee 
at Izola’s Restaurant on 79th Street with three patrons, some 
residents tried to interrupt, blaming the former White House 
strategist for a lack of jobs on the South Side. As the cameras 
rolled, Emanuel stood up and tried to quell the simmering 
scene, explaining how he felt the Obama administration had 
helped create jobs. 

“You are going to be asked some hardball questions and get 
your bat out,” Paul Johnson, 49, told Emanuel. “Welcome to 


Chicago.” 

It wasn’t necessarily the welcome Emanuel envisioned. Af- 
ter spending most of the past two years living in Washington, 
DC., Emanuel begins his campaign trying to get voters to view 
him as a Chicagoan and not an interloper. 

The hometown issue is legal as well as political for Emanuel, 
who is likely to face a challenge from rivals over local law that 
requires candidates for mayor to be a city resident for a year 
before the Eebruary election. 

Emanuel, who grew up in the suburbs, said he was born in 
Chicago, raised in the “greater Chicago area” and owns a home 
in the city where he has raised his family 

“I have spent my entire life, outside of going to college and 
working at the White House, here in the city of Chicago,” he 
said. “The Board of Elections will decide this; that’s the proper 
place.” 

Emanuel said residents aren’t “really interested in my resi- 
dency They are interested, as residents of the city of Chicago, 
in meeting the challenges that face this city from crime, drugs, 
violence, school improvement and job creation.” 


TopStroger 
aide arrested

Authorities on Monday arrested a top aide to Cook 
County Board President Todd Stroger as part of a 
probe into whether contracts were steered to the 
aide’s company and her associates. 

Carla Oglesby was taken into custody between 
3:45 and 4 p.m. by investigators in connection with 
the ongoing public corruption investigation, accord- 
ing to a spokeswoman for the Cook County State’s 
Attorney’s office. Sally Daly said state’s attorney’s in- 
vestigators detained Oglesby as she was pulling out 
of a parking garage near Lake and Dearborn streets. 

Investigators were looking into a series of con- 
tracts that came in just below $25,000 — the thresh- 
old triggering approval by the County Board. 

The charges were not being made public Monday 
night, but Cook County State’s Attorney Anita Alva- 
rez was expected to hold a news conference on the 
arrest Tuesday afternoon following Oglesby’s bond 
hearing, said Dan Kirk, Alvarez’s chief of staff He 
said Oglesby could be charged with theft and official 
misconduct. 

The Tribune reported in June that the broadening 
probe aims to determine whether any work actu- 
ally was done. The contracts were among at least ii 
sought by Oglesby 

Oglesby a one-time promoter of sports stars and 
hip-hop artists, was the spokeswoman for Stroger’s 
failed Democratic primary re-election campaign. 
Stroger briefly suspended Oglesby earlier this year 
from her $i20,ooo-a-year county job after reports 
that she authorized a $24,975 contract to her pub- 
lic relations firm, CGC Communications, to inform 
suburban residents about federal flood relief grants. 

Later, it came out that Oglesby sought approval 
to spend nearly $150,000 on census outreach con- 
tracts. The deals were given to people recommended 
by Oglesby and Eugene Mullins, Stroger’s spokes- 
man and boyhood friend. 


High Court passes 
on alderman case 

The U.S. Supreme Court on Monday declined to re- 
view a decision by a federal appeals court in Chicago 
overturning former Chicago Aid. Ed Vrdolyak’s pro- 
bation sentence for his 2009 fraud conviction, clear- 
ing the way for his re-sentencing later this month.

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A $40M face-lift 
for Union Station

The elegant but often-sweaty Great 
Hall at Chicago Union Station will be air- 
conditioned by next summer, and other 
improvements including more restrooms 
at track level are being added as part of a 
$40 million rehabilitation project announced 
Monday 

The new passenger-friendly amenities are 
intended to update the 85-year-old historic 
station at a time when Amtrak ridership has 
grown more than 40 percent in the past 12 
years, officials said. 

“This project is going to be part of the 
revival of passenger rail,” said Tom Carper, 


chairman of the Amtrak board. Seating in 
Amtrak’s boarding lounges at Union Station 
will be expanded to 950 seats, which is almost 
double the existing capacity, officials said. 

The work, scheduled for completion in late 
2012, will be followed by redevelopment of 
Union Station’s headhouse building to include 
retail businesses. 

“This is a very important investment to 
make sure Union Station is 21st century 
ready,” Gov Pat Quinn said during a news 
conference at the station. 

The $40 million project is being paid for 
from Amtrak’s capital budget, which is fund- 
ed by the federal government. 


Former Chicagoan 
is new Twitter CEO

Former Chicagoan Dick Costolo has been el- 
evated to chief executive of Twitter, where he 
had been chief operating officer for the past 
year. 

Twitter co-founder Evan Williams, who 
had been CEO of the microblogging service 
since 2008, announced the change Monday 
on the company’s official blog. Williams said 
he’s staying with Twitter and will “be com- 
pletely focused on product strategy” 

Costolo was co-founder and CEO of Feed- 
Burner, a Chicago-based startup acquired by 
Google in 2007. 

Williams noted that Twitter has experi- 


enced massive growth in his two-year tenure. 
The number of employees at the company has 
grown to 300 from 20 in that period, and the 
service has seen its number of registered us- 
ers skyrocket to more than 165 million from 
3 million. 

Those users are creating 90 million tweets 
per day compared with 1.25 million daily 
tweets two years ago. 

“During [Costolo’s] year at Twitter, he has 
been a critical leader in devising and execut- 
ing our revenue efforts, while simultaneously 
and effectively making the trains run on 
time in the office,” Williams wrote in his blog 
post.

Feds investigating Verizon 


The U.S. Federal Communications Com- 
mission has confirmed it is investigating 
a reported $50 million in “mystery fees” 
charged to mobile phone users by Verizon 
Wireless. 

A defect in Verizon’s phone software 
caused at least 15 million wireless custom- 
ers to be charged data fees, even if they 
didn’t subscribe to data plans, Verizon said 
in a statement Sunday Most customers re- 
ceived false charges of $2 to $6, which will 
be credited to customers’ bills in October 
and November. 

The refund is said to be one of the larg- 
est in wireless network history 

“The majority of the data sessions in- 
volved minor data exchanges caused by

“We have addressed 
these issues to avoid unintended data 
charges in the future.” 

The FCC, meanwhile, has been investi- 
gating the issue since January when it first 


got word of the erroneous fees from con- 
sumers, according to a statement released 
Sunday by Michele Ellison, the FCC’s en- 
forcement bureau chief 

“We’re gratified to see Verizon agree to 
finally repay its customers. But questions 
remain as to why it took Verizon two years 
to reimburse its customers and why greater 
disclosure and other corrective actions did 
not come much, much sooner,” Ellison 
said. 

“The Enforcement Bureau will continue 
to explore these issues, including the pos- 
sibility of additional penalties, to ensure 
that all companies prioritize the inter- 
ests of consumers when billing problems 
occur.”
